In doing so he said he ven- 
tured to hope it will commend itself 
not only *‘o members of the house, 
but te the people to whom they were 
responsible. He said that perhaps 
Great Britain was tie only country 
in which the system of not paying the 
members of parliament anything was 
in vogue, but even there there was 
an ugitation growing, though yet fee- 
bly, for a change in this regard. The 
reason why the legislators were paid 
was that the men could absent them- 
selves for months from their reguiar 
work without impairing their means of 
earning a livelihood. The people of 
Canada years ago had decided that, it 
was only just that members should 
receive an indemniiy. The only point 
at issue was is the proposed increase 
fair and reasonable. The premier the» 
peinted*out the condition ihat ~ pre- 
vailed 28 years ago when the indem- 
nity -was fixed at $1,000.
